Neighbours 
might have thought the 
weird woman gyrating in the 
garden was a little odd, but by 
Thursday evening it looked to 
be working as ominous storm 
douds hovered above. Then 
there was panic. My exhorta¬ 
tions were for rain before the 
Garden Tour, not during 
The neighbours sawthe 
'please undo the rain exhorta¬ 
tions’ on Thursday evening 
which were more frantic and 
unfocussed She's a strange 
one, they muttered. But it 
worked. The rain held off all 
day Saturday until after the 
NOIL Hort Society's 25th 
Garden Tour It was a lovely 
day withawide variety of gar¬ 


dens, firm formal to quirky. 

Now that we’re in the true 
hot and hazy days of summer, 
we have to start taking care of 
the problems nature throws 
our way. This is the time the 
garden pests come to feast I 
have newly encountered the 
red lily beetle and have been 
phoning friends for help. It's 
also called the lily leaf beede 
and it eats the leaves, stem, 
buds and flower of lilies. They 
attack true lilies, Oriental, 
rubrum, tiger, l urk's cap and 
trumpet lilies but day lilies are 
not affected The adults will 
also eat the leaves of lily-of-the- 
valley, Solomon's seal, potato, 
flowering tobacco (nicotians) 
andhostas. 

The beetles are from one- 
quarter to one-half an inch 
long with a bright red back 



and a black underbelly, long 
legs and antennae. They eat 
but mainly they reproduce 
quickly, hundreds of eggs at a 
time. They lay their eggs on the 
underside of the leaves. The 
eggs are red orange to brown. 
These larvae also eat like crazy 
and have a drsgustmg way of 
hiding themselves. As they 
eat, they pile their excrement 
on top of themselves, so they 
are hard to see - look for soft 
brown masses. Squishing the 


masses doesn’t necessarily kill 
the larvae. 

They feed for 16 to 24 days 
and drop to the ground to 
pupate. Then they hatch in 
16 to 22 days and continue 
feeding until M. These crit¬ 
ters are very sneaky. When 
in the beede state, you have 
to approach slowly and look 
under the leaves. Movement 
makes them drop to the 
ground. And the miserable 
little blighters deliberately 
land on their backs so you 
can’t see them in the soil. 
Their underbellies are hard to 
see. Sometimes if you scratch 
around the soil you can 
uncover them. 

I was told of one method 
which worked but I’ve only 
tried it once, so can’t vouch for 
it Fill apot with warm soapy

water and sneak up on the 
plant, shake it and the beedes 
should do their swan dive right 
into the water. Don't discard 
them dll you knowthey're 
dead. The nastier part of my 
soul says boil the little critters 
to be sure, but perhaps that’s 
a bit harsh Trying to remove 
the beedes before they lay eggs 
and trying to get the larvae off 
the leaves is all you can do at 
this time of year You have to 
start looking for them at the 

lilies first break the soil. 

An application of neem oil 
at this time around the lilies 
on the soil often works. It must 
be applied diligently for 5 to 
7 days, as late season larvae 
are immune to the neem oil 
There are pesticides but they 
also kill other benefidals such

NO JUSTIFICATION FOR 
BIODIVERSITY OFFSETTING 

The Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority 
(NPCA) has no basis in law 
to pursue biodiversity off¬ 
setting. The Conservation 
Authorities Act states “The 
objects of an authority are 
to establish and undertake, 
a program designed to fur¬ 
ther the conservation, res¬ 
toration, development and 
management of natural 
resources." Destroying one 
wetland in favour of creating 
another wetland is not con¬ 
servation, restoration, devel¬ 
opment or management. 

The Conservation Author¬ 
ities Regulations state: “an 
authority may make regula¬ 
tions restricting and regu¬ 
lating the use of water in or 
from wetlands and prohib¬ 
iting, regulating or requir¬ 
ing the permission of the 
authority for straighten¬ 
ing, changing, diverting or 
interfering in any way with 
a wetland” Again, destruc¬ 
tion of a wetland is not 
included in the regulations. 

The NPCA uses Ontario 
Regulation 155/06 under 
the Ontario Conservations 
Authorities Act to justify 
investigating biodiversity off¬ 
setting. The ct states: “The 
Authority may grant permis¬ 
sion for development in or 
on the areas described in 
subsection 2 (1) if, in its opin¬ 
ion, the control of flooding, 
erosion, dynamic beaches, 
pollution or the conservation 
oflandwillnotbe affected 
by the development” 

None of these justifications

RATES START NG AS LOW AS 
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‘Bone dry’ conditions worry growers 


'Rescue rains’ are not yet 
on the way to save Niagara 
from arid conditions. 

Despite showers Friday 
and Saturday, Environment 
Canada senior climatolo¬ 
gist Dave Phillips said they 
would yield no more than a 
drop in the bucket needed 
by the region. 

Lawns in Niagara will 
remain yellow, temperatures 


will remain high and public 
pools will remain packed for 
the foreseeable future. 

It’s an issue being seen 
across the province as areas 
of Ontario combat drought 
conditions. 

“In the Niagara area it’s 
particularly bone dry,” Phil¬ 
lips said, adding in die past 
month the region has seen 
only 20 to 25 per cent of its

The area is being hit with 
a “double whammy” due to 
the consistently high tem¬ 
peratures pushing the mer¬ 
cury past 30°C, he said. 

Most years, Niagara only 
has two to four of those high- 
heat days by this point in the 
summer. Instead, the region 
has seen about two weeks 

“Every bead of moisture 
that exists in the ground or 
in the vegetation is being 
sucked up by the atmos¬ 
phere,” Phillips said. “It’s 
that combination of very 
warm temperatures and very 
dry conditions, strong winds 
and lots of sunshine that’s 
just drying everything out. 
It’s not looking pretty." 

And relief is not in sight. 

The region needs four or 
five days, each with 20 to 25 
mm of rain, to even make a 
dent in what’s needed, Phil¬ 
lips said. 

“What you want is the kind 
of rain that would ruin your 
holidays. The kind where 
you’d be playing Scrabble 
or video games in a cabin or 
cottage, where it's just day 
after day of moisture. 

“We’re not going to see this 
thing end very soon.... These 
little teasers of precipitation 
are just not going to do it” 

The dry conditions are tak¬ 
ing a toll on Niagara’s agri¬ 
cultural sector. 

Phil Tregunno, chairman 
of the Ontario Tender Fruit 
Growers, said many of the 
farmers he represents bene¬ 
fit from the use of irrigation, 
which is “keeping (crops) 
alive right now.” 

But those watering sys- 

“It becomes a high-cost 
crop if you have to do a lot 
of irrigating,” he said, as it 
“adds a lot of labour and def¬ 
initely a lot of diesel to pump

Irrigation, which during 
some years isn’t used at all, 
also means an issue with 
inconsistent watering, as 
some rows of produce are 
typically missed as a result, 
the owner of Tregunno 
Farms in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake said. 

He still has high hopes for 
this year's crops, which save 
the drought have had “per¬ 
fect conditions” to grow. 

High heat means flavour- 
fill fruit with high sugar con¬ 
tent, but dryness will affect 
the size of the produce if the 
lack of rain continues. 

That’s of particular con¬ 
cern with the popular peach 
season right around the cor- 

“This is a really critical 
time right now. It's your final 
ripening time,” Tregunno 
said. “If we get rain in the 
next seven to 10 days it will 
really boost up the tonnage,” 
he said last week. 

If rainfall doesn’t come, 
it could mean a 10 to 20 per 


cent reduction in the crop, 
he added. 

Hiesituationisnot yet dire 
for local grape farmers. 

“We do prefer a dry year, 
however, this is getting too 
dry now. We’re looking for 
rain,” said Matthias Oppen- 
laender, chairman of the 
board of directors for Grape 
Growers of Ontario. 

Many grape growers use 
irrigation systems, which 
have kept farms in “decent 
shape,” but the dryness has 
posed concern for those 
without that benefit, he said. 

“For people who can't irri¬ 
gate, we need rain in July for 
sure. Everyone is looking to 

While grapes prefer dry, 
warm conditions, “balance 
is key,” Oppenlaender said, 
adding “adequate moisture” 
is required. 

The progress of crops 
remains on track for harvest 
in mid-September. 

The dry weather has not 
had an impact on lake levels, 


which remain where they 
ought to be, Niagara Region 
public works commissioner 
Ron Tripp said. 

There are no immediate 
or foreseeable concerns with 
water supply levels availa¬ 
ble from Lake Erie and Lake 
Ontario. 

That means no water use 
restrictions are expected 
to be imposed, despite the 
drought-like conditions. 

Tripp said it’s likely been 
about 30 years since such 
restrictions were put in place, 
when a flat rate was charged 
for usage prior to metered 
water being implemented by 

People are now more envi¬ 
ronmentally and economi¬ 
cally conscious of their water 
usage, he added.

There was no way to 
get them out until the 
ports reopened, Maxwell 


Wells of Hope does 
most of its work in Japala 
during the spring, with 
personnel and volun¬ 
teers returning to Canada 
in the summer. But Wells 
of Hope founder Ted van 
der Zalm had to stay in 
Jalapa an extra month to 
await the release of the 
containers. 

“In the meantime, we 
had to pay thousands of 
dollars in storage fees on 
top of what we usually 
pay for shipping,” Max¬ 
well said.
